NOTIFICATION 

New Delhi, the 30th October 1964 

G.S.R. 1601.—In exercise of the powers conferred by sub-section (1) of section 
11 of the Salaries and Allowances of Ministers Act, 1952 (58 of 1952), the Central 
Government hereby makes the following rules further to amend the Ministers' 
(Allowances, Medical Treatment and other privileges) Rules, 1957, namely;— 

1. These rules may be called the Ministers’ (Allowances, Medical Treatment 
and other privileges) Third Amendment Rules, 1964. 

2, In the Ministers’ (Allowances, Medical Treatment and other privileges) 
Rules, 1957, for sub-rule (1) of rule 3, the following sub-rule shall be substituted, 
namely:— 

“(1) There shall be granted with effect from the 28th May, 1904 to the 
Prime Minister and with effect from the 12th August, 1952 to every 
other Minister who is a member of the Cabinet, a sumptuary allow¬ 
ance of rupees five hundred per mensem.” 
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
